The only 
hope left to the opponents of the meas­ 
ure is in the Democrats. 
They have 
not 
definitely determined 
what the 
party position will be towards such an 
a m e n d m e n t hut it 
is admitted that 
more than half of the minority favor 
passing the 
hill exactly as 
it came 
from the house. 
The task of lining 
lip senators is 
proceeding daily, both factions being 
active, 
it is believed that by tile time 
the hill is taken up it can be deter­ 
mined whether 
there is a 
possible 
chance for an amendment. 
If there 
is not the 
opponents unhesitatingly 
say they will make their speeches and 
record their votes against the measure 
and lend their assistance in bringing 
about an early vote. 
The railroad 
rate hill for 
several 
flays has been regarded 
as the one 
measure standing in the way of an 
early adjournment of congress. 
One 
of the leading Republican senators, a 
member of the steering committee, de­ 
clared during the day “the Philippine 
tariff bill, the statehood bill and the 
Santo Domingo treaty are all dead.” 


Qualified His Statement. 


Tie qualified his statement concern­ 
ing the statehood bill by saying that 
he meant that the friends of the hill 
could not pass it without the Foraker 
amendment providing for the submis­ 
sion to the votes of the people of New 
Mexico and Arizona 
separately the 
question whether 
they should have 
joint statehood. 
A poll of the senate 
during the day showed that if voted 
upon 
now the 
Foraker 
amendment 
would win 48 to 40, providing the en­ 
tire vote of the senate were cast. 
A vote on the Philippine tariff hill 
in committee 
is scheduled 
to occur 
during the day. 
A 
majority of the 
committee Is opposed to the bill, al­ 
though tw'o members have not said 
finitely that they are not willing to 
permit the bill to be reported to the 
senate. 
A hasty poll of the 
senate taken 
during 
the 
day indicates 
that 
brought to a vote the Philippine tariff 
bill would 
be defeated by 
a much 
larger vote than was 
found for the 
Foruker amendment to the statehood 
bill. 
In the event the bill is defeated 
in the committee the opponents have 
expressed the intention of making 
motion in the senate to have the com 
mittee discharged from further con si d 
elation of the measure and thus final 
Iv dispose of it by a test vote.

The greatest ocean steamship termi­ 
nal iii the world is planned for Jamaica 
bay. off Long Island, says the New 
York Evening World. E. II. Harriman, 
president of the Union Pacific railroad, 
Is back of the project, which calls for 
the erection of miles of piers and ware­ 
houses and a direct connection with 
the Long Island and Pennsylvania rail­ 
roads. 
Mr. Harrim an owns a tract of 4<>0 
acres at Rockaway point and has op 
tions on hundreds of acres In addition 
between Rockaway point and Rocka­ 
way beach. 
Ile also holds options on 
land on the Sheepshead Bay and Flat­ 
lands side. There is plenty of water 
along these stretches, the depth vary­ 
ing from twenty to sixty feet. 
In order to make Jam aica bay avail­ 
able for big ships a new channel will 
have to be dredged from the ocean 
through the inlet. A great freight ter­ 
minal in Jamaica bay will obviate the 
necessity for the long and tortuous trip 
til* the lower and upper bays from 
Sandy Hook. It will be possible to load 
cars direct from the ships and transfer 
them to New York by way of the new 
W ard’s Island bridge. 
Direct connection with the west is

speeches. 
Two policemen who tried 
to pick off the desperado from a house 
opposite were killed 
by tile bandit 
who was an excellent marksman. 
Af 
ter all other resources had bemi em 
ployed the firemen were called out and 
poured a flood of water into tile win 
dow. 
Simultaneously a picked band 
of police 
and firemen stormed 
the 
stairs. 
One was killed and nine were 
wounded 
before 
the 
bandit, 
who 
fought with a big knife, could he over 
powered. 
The robber, who is a Dorpat black 
smith, boasted of membership in the 
Baltic 
revolutionary committee 
and 
said the robbery of the Russian state 
bank was committed to swell the revo 
lutionary war fund. 
Six thousand del 
lors of the booty was recaptured.

of Helsingfors

greatly excited and in view of the pos­ 
sibility of further crim es by the Baltic
